tr e a s o n reported today it collected 
69.S cents in taxos for ('very dollar 
spent during the first two months 
of the current fiscal year. 
This was a hotter ratio than in 
!he iii.st two months of the last 
fiscal year, when collections aver­ 
aged 0.1.3 cents for every dollar 
expended. 
The g o v e rn m e n ts account hooks 
showed a larger deficit for the peri 
od this year than last, however. 
With only two business days of 
August 
unreported, 
the 
treasury 
listed the two m onths’ deficit at 
$357,923,900. 
or 
$31,000,000 
more 
than Hit* red ink entry for the cor­ 
responding mouths a year ago. 
Deficit Under 1936 
Officials expressed some satisfac­ 
tion that the $108,539,000 deficit for 
August was $95,000,000 under that 
of August, 1936. 
In July, spending topped revenue 
hy $249,000,000, or $126,000,000 more 
than the July, 1936, deficit. 
The two m o n th s’ spread between 
Income and outgo this year was 
only $53,000,000 less th an the $410,- 
000,000 deficit predicted by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt for tho entire fiscal 
period ending next June 30. 
Officials 
expressed 
confidence, 
however, that the deficit, for the 
full year will fall substantially tin­ 
der Mr. Roosevelt’s forecast.
